Notes on Power Sources 

• For battery operation, use six size D (R20) batteries. 

For AC operation (120 V AC only), use the supplied AC power cord; 

do not use any other type. 

• When the internal batteries will not be used, remove them to avoid 
damage caused by battery leakage and corrosion. 

• The unit is not disconnected from the AC power source (mains) as 
long as it is connected to the wall outlet, even if the unit itself has 
been turned off. Unplug it when it will not be used for a long time. 

Handling the Unit 

• Avoid exposure to temperature extremes, direct sunlight, dust, or 

mechanical shock. 

• Should any solid object or liquid fall into the unit, unplug the unit, 
remove the batteries, and have the unit checked by qualified per- 
sonnel before operating it any further. 

• Be careful not to lift the handle while the telescopic antenna is in a 
raised position. 

• After long storage, set the unit in playback mode and warm it up for 
a few minutes before inserting a cassette. 

Note on cassette longer than 90 minutes 

The use of those cassettes is not recommended except for long con- 
tinuous recording or playback.

Troubleshooting Guide 




The unit does not operate. 

• The AC power cord is not connected (on AC operation) 
° No batteries in the battery compartment. 

• Incorrect polarity of batteries. 

Cassette cannot be inserted. 

• Cassette is being inserted improperly. 

• The -4 button is depressed.

The # button cannot be depressed. 

• The cassette inserted has the tabs removed. 

• The or button has been depressed. 



No sound from the speakers. 

• The headphones are plugged in. 

• The VOLUME control is turned to the minimum (MIN) completely. 

• Check the function selector setting. 

Sound drop-outs, loss of high frequencies, or excessive 
noise. 

• Dirty heads. Clean the illustrated portions with a cleaning tip slightly 
moistened with cleaning fluid or alcohol.
